Queer Russian Sect Which Has Be- 
come Canadianized. 

The Doukhobor women have been 
reclaimed from the plow. 

No longer do they sweat in the fields 
of Canada instead of horses. Kven aa 
their men are ceasing to be the wild 
wanderers and fanatical spirit-wreat- 
lers they were when they appeared 
in the northwest several years ago, 30 
tus new world’s environments haves 
drawn the women back from the brute 
level, to which they had been degrad- 
ed, to the home, with its cooking, its 
spinning and its weaving — old-time 
tasks, it is true, but tasks adjusted to 
their strength. 

The melting pot of this western 
world has recast even the Doukhobors. 
The colony boasts of a substantial 
schoolhouse. Doukhobor teachers were 


| educated in the schools and returned 
| to impart the knowledge to their tel- 


low-colonists. 

Ridiculed. by Canada the Doukho- 
bors’ peep in the dead of win- 
ter, through snow-covered roads to 
meet their “Christ,” made them the 
laughing stock of the country. But 


| those crudities are things of the past; 


they have become Canadianized is 
the true sense of the word. 

There are two colonies of Doukho- 
bors in Canada — Yorkton, containing 
7,000 members, and Rosthorn, with 
1,500. The Doukhobors now use horses. 
Formerly they believed it was unscrip- 
tural to work these animals and the 


| women instead acted as beasts of bur- 


den. Eighteen of them were general- 
ly needed to take the place of a team. 
The women now are engaged in the 
domestic arts and are mayuiticent em- 
broiderers. ‘Lae farmers are Lecoming

Britain's Reman ‘Nalls. 


Agricola’s v. .ls were built about the 
year 80 to defend Britain from the 
Picts ana Scots. The first extended 
fron the Tyne to the Salway Firth 
(eighty miles), the second from the 
Firth of Forth, near Edinburgh, to 
the Firth of Clyde, near Dumbarton 
(thirty-six miles). The former wall 
wae renewed and strengthened by the 
Emperor Hadrian about the year 120 
and by Severus about 208. Taurists to 
England and Scotland may atil!l see 
many remains of thse ancient walls, 
particularly of the southern one. In 
many places the foundations are still 
intact, with here and there a piece 
of the wall itself, evidencing the 
faithfulness with which they were 
built.

Points 


After using a gas stove for baking 
leave the oven open for a little while 
to allow the gas to escape. This will 
prevent sweating and rusting. 

If chops and small steaks are placed 
in tin pie plates and set on top of the 
broiling grate they can be well cooked, 
and the tin plates will be much easier 
cleaned than the broiler grate would be, 

Keep the range. black by wringing 
out a sponge kept for the purpose in 
warm water and rubbing well with 
soap. Wash the stove while it is not 
warm. It can thus be kept black and 
free from grease spots. 

Use the oven lighter for articles need- 
Ing long, slow cooking—as, for example, 
tapioca and Indian puddings, bread, 
pies, etc. It will give a slow, even 
beat when used alone and burn mucb 
less gas. 

Gas may be saved by remembering 
that matches are cheap and turning 
off the gas the moment you no longer 
need it—by turning off the gas a lit- 
tle before the cooking is done and fin- 
ishing by the heat already generated. 

When anything you have been cook- 
ing has been heated to the boiling 
point turn the blaze low enough to 
keep the heat just at that point. 


Cream Dainty. 

One cupful of milk, two heaping 
tablespoonfuls of sugar, a heaping 
tablespoonful of powered gelatin, a 
quarter pint of water, a teaspoonful 
lemon juice, a cupful whipping cream, 
three yolks of eggs, three ounces of 
preserved ginger, two tablespoonfuls 
of ginger sirup. Put the gelatin into 
& saucepan with the water. Set in a 
warm place until dissolved. Beat up 
the yolks, add to them the sugar and 
milk, boiling: pour this back into a 
pitcher, stand the pitcher in boiling 
water and stir the custard until it 
coats the spoon; add to it the gelatin, 
lemon juice and ginger sirup. Whip 
up the cream until stiff, then add to it 
the custard. Allow this to stand unti? 
it is almost set. Then stir in the 
ginger cut in small pieces. Pour into 
a wet mold and put in a cool place 
until) firm. Turn out and decorate witb 
cut pieces of ginger. 


Marshmallow Cream. . 

One-fourth box gelatin, one-half cup 
cold water, one-half cup boiling water, 
whites of four eggs, one cup granu- 
lated sugar, one teaspoonful vanilla, 
one teaspoonful lemon extract. Soak 
gelatin in the cold water five minutes, 
add the boiling water and place over 
a teakettle until thoroughly dissolved. 
Cool, but do not chill. Stir the sugar 
in the dissolved gelatin, beat the white 


of the eggs very light and to the eggs 
add the gelatin and sugar, a few > 


spoonfuls at a time, beating constantly. 
Divide in two parts and. to one, part 
add pink coloring and flavor witb 
vanilla. To the white part add the 
lemon extract. Mold in layers, adding 
pecan nuts to the pink part and mara- 
schino cherries to the white part May 
be served with or without whipped 
cream. 


Coffee Blancmange. 

One cupfui of milk, one cupful of 
strong, clear coffee, two ounces of 
cornstarch, two heaping tablespoonfuls 
of sugar, one teaspoonful of vanilla 
extract, one heaping tablespoonful of 
butter. Put the coffee and half of the 
milk in a saucepan to heat. Mix the 
cornstarch smoothly with the remuin- 
der of the milk and add to it the 
hot liquid in the saucepan. Stir over 
the fire till boiling and boil slowly for 
eight minutes, stirring all the time. 
Add the sugar, butter, vanilla and mix 
well. Pour into a wet mold and turn 
out when cold. ¢ 


Particularly Geod French Dressing. 

Mix a half teaspoonful salt and the 
same amount of sugar in a bowl; ada 
gradually, stirring all the time, one 
cupful olive oil, When salt and sugar 
are dissolved beat in half a gill of 
vinegar.

The only practical differ- 
ence between that and the new version 
is embodied in Article Four, which 
reads: 

“Should either high contracting 
party conclude a treaty of general 
arbitration with a third power, it is 
agreed that nothi in this agree- 
ment shall entail upon such con- 
tracting party an obligation to go to 
war with the power with whom such 
treaty of arbitration is fn force.” 

The preamble states: 

“The government of Great. Britain 
and the government of Japan having 
in view the important changes which 
have takén place in the situation 
since the conclusion of the Anglo- 
Japanese agreement, August, 1905, 
and believing that a revision of that 
agreement responding to such condi- 
tions would contribute to the general 
stability and repose have agreed upon 
the following stipulations to replace 
the agreement mentioned.” 

_Then follows the objects of the al- 
liance as set forth in the previous 
draft. These include the consolida- 
tion and maintenance of gerferal peace 
in the regions of Eastern Asia and 
India, the preservation of the common 
interests of all the powers in China 
and the maintenance of the territorial 
rights of the contracting parties in 
the regions of Eastern Asia and India 
and the defence of their special in- 
terests in those regions. Articles 
three of the old version stipulated 
that “Japan possessing paramount po- 
litical, military and economic inter- 
ests in Korea, Great Britain recog- 
nizes Japan’s right to take such 
measures for the guidance, control 
and protection of Korea as she may 
deem proper and necessary to safe 
guidance and advance the interest 
providing the measures so taken are 
not contrary to the principles of equal 
opportunities for the commerce and 
industry of all nations.’’ Article four 
related to the recognition by the Jap- 
anese Of Great Britain’s rights to safe- 
guard her Indian possessions. Article 
six specially referred to the war be- 
tween Japan and Russia at that date 
and Great Britain’s neutrality. The 
revision of the treaty is known to 
have been largely the result of the 
discussion of the foreign affairs at the 
Imperial conference and was respons- 
ive to the wishes of the colonies, par- 
ticularly Australia. That it was cons 
summated so soon was a surprise to 
the diplomats. The time alliance is 
another surprise. 

By an exchange of notes England 
and Japan have prolonged for two 
years Article five of the Anglo-Jap- 
anese commercial treaty so far as con- 
cerns Canada.

VICTIMS OF BUSH FIRES 


BELIEVED FIRST REPORTS WERE 
GREATLY EXAGGERATED 


Loss of Life in Porcupine District 
Not as Great as at First Reported 
—Work of Rushing Relief to the 
Sufferers Undertaken by the Gov- 
ernment—Most of the Fires are 
Out, 

Toronto.—Nothing like an accurate 
estimate of the victims of the North- 
ern Ontario fires is possible as yet, 
but already the list of those named as 
dead exceeds one hundred. Forty 
bodies it is said have been recovered 


from’ Porcupine lake. The Porcu- 
pine relief committee is  send- 
ing search parties through the 


burned area, many men being report- 
ed as missing. Telegraph wires from 
the fire are clogged with the matter 
filed for transmission, which is ex- 
pected to throw light on the number 
of victims. 

Many of the missing are believed to 
have fied into the country 4nd found 
refuge at the farm houses and may 
not be heard from for several weeks. 

Richard A. Cartwright and his son, 
R. A. Cartwright, Jr., who were re- 
ported among the missing and pe 

eC. 
ports of the latest survivors indicate 
that the fire started in immense 
blotches instead of one place and fail- 
ed to cover the whole district. 

Frank Cochrane, Minister of Lands 
and Mines, is convinced from his in- 
vestigation that the loss of life will 
not exceed one hundred. 

The first refugees of the fire swept 
district are horror stricken by the dis- 
aster, believed that the flames must 
have swept a very great area. The 
latest of the survivors say that the de- 
vasted area was confined to Whitney 
and Tisdale townships. 

Latest advices received say most of 
the fires have reached Porcupine, and 
more are on the way. Shelter tents 
and materials for houses are also be- 
ing sent. The work of re-building the 
mine structures has begun. The larg- 
est area burned was that comprising 
the townships of Tisdale and Whitney, 
where were located the towns of Por- 
cupine, South Porcupine, and Potts- 
ville, and the largest mines. No re- 
port has been received of damages at 
the power plant at Trunn’s Landing 
and this strengthens the belief that 
the fire did not spread over as great 
an area as at first reported. The fire 
that destroyed Cochrane, 100 miles 
distant. from Poreupine, is believed 
now, to be independent of those in the 
Porcupine district. 

Provisions, tents and blankets are 
being rushed in over the government 
railway and the food supply at—Poreu- 
pine is now adequate and there will 
be no hunger. Frank Cochrane, a 
member of the Ontario government, 
whose department of lands and mines 
is partially responsible forthe settle- 
ments of Northern Ontario, said: 

“While we do not wish to minimize 
this terrible affair, there is every jus- 
tification for feeling that the news- 
paper reports up to date have been 
exaggerated. We are not blaming the 
newspapers, they get the best infor- 
mation they can, but from the in- 
vestigation made by officials we can 
say with certainty that there has been 
too much exaggeration and people are 
being alarmed unnecessarily. Mr. 
Clements, chief engineer of the T, & 
N. O. Ry., says that: only 52 people 
have heen accounted for as dead. We 
have it directly from the Dome people 
themselves that their death list is 
nine only. In a number of instances 
where bodies have been teported as 
lying on the grounds, investigation 
by Mr. Clements has failed to find 
any party who had seen any. Wild 
rumors are caught up and they are 
spread to the public.”

Ottawa.—‘‘The cut of King George

Edmonton.—‘‘The Licensed Victual- 
lers of the province have completed 
their, organization and have subscrib- 
ed over $100,000 to fight the local op- 
tion campaign which the Temperance 
}and Moral Reform League proposes to 
institute,” said J. R. Teviotdale, sec- 
retary of the Licensed Victuallers’ 
Association. ‘‘We are keen for a fight 
and the sooner it is brought on the bet- 
ter we will be pleased. I am inform- 
ed that the Temperance and Moral 
Reform League have decided to limit 
their operations. to two districts, 
namely, the districts extending fom 
Fort Saskatchewan to Lloydminster 
and from Tofield to Wainwright, and 
from Wetaskiwin to Carstairs.

| That even a very young person can 
serve the Lord we learn also from the 
| story of Samuel, who as a child minis- 
|tered unto the Lord (I Sam. ii, 18, 21, 
26; iii, 1), The prophet Jeremiah said 
when called to his office. ‘Ah, Lord 
| God, behold, f cannot speak, for IT am 
a child,” but the Lord strengthened 
him and assured him (Jer. i, 6-9). 
Timothy from a child knew the Scrip- 
tures, and our Blessed Lord said at 
the age of twelve, “I must be about 
my Father’s business”? (Luke ii, 49). 

The life of the Lord Jesus was ab- 
| solutely perfect all through. The life 
|of Samuel] was Soet as nearly perfect 
las ordinary mortals, by the grace of 
God, get to it, and with him I as- 
sociate Joseph and Daniel, But when 
redeemed by the great sacrifice of 
Christ. we must take no other pattern 
than His wife who left us an example 
that we should follow His steps (I Pet. 
ii, 21). The only way,is to continual- 
|ly ‘‘consider Him” and “run with pa- 
tience, looking unto Jesns’’ (Heb. xii, 
1-3). One of the most remarkable 
things about Josiah was that he was 
mentioned by name 300 years before 
he was born by an unnamed prophet 
who predicted that he would do cer- 
tain things, which he did exactly as 
predicted (I Kings xiii, 1, 2, and IT 
Kings xxiii, 1-17). Josiah was one of 
seven men in the Bible story who 
were mentioned by name before they 
were born. Let those who are inter- 
ested search them out. 

A very interésting incident to me 
cdncerning the other'boy king, Joash, 
is the way the money was obtained to 
repair the house of the Lord. T refer 
to the chest, with the hole in the lid, 
placed by the altar to receive the of- 
ferings of the people, and it worked 
splendidlv, and money was gathered 
in abundance. Whether Josiah gath- 
ered his money for repairs in the 
same way or not it is not said, but 
the same thing is written in each case 
concerning the workmen—viz, that no 
reckoning was kept with them be- 
cause they dealt faithfully (II Kings 
xii, 9-15; xxii, 7) 

Note that Josiah in doing right in 
the sight of the Lord turned neither 
to the right hand nor to the left (verse 
2). Remember the oft reneated phrases 
in Leviticus, ‘unto the Lord’”’ and “‘be- 
fore the Lord,”’ and the command to 
Abraham, ‘‘Walk before me and be 
thou sincere’ (Gen. xvii, 1, margin). 

When he was sixteen vears old he 
began to seek the God of David, his 
father, and when he was twenty he 
began to purge Judah and Jerusalem 
from idols (verse 3), so that he must 
have sought the Lord according to 
Jer, xxix, 18. From verse 2 it would 
;seem that he personally superintend- 
jed the breaking down of the idol 
jaltars, and therefore the work would 
ibe done thoroughly. Verse 5 refers to 
the prediction of the man of God in 
|I Kings xiii, 2, which we have al- 
jready mentioned.

It would seem as if he really did what 
he could to cleanse the land from idol- 
atry and turn the people back to God.

years.

STARTED EMPIRE DAY. 


Vrs. Fessenden of Hamilton Respons- 


ible For Holiday, ' 

Empire Day has practically taken 
ihe place of Queen Victoria’s birthday 
ihroughout the Empire, and May 24th 
tas come to be a sort of imperial holi- 
jay. Just how this occurred is worth 
the telling. There is no doubt that 
he original suggestion came from Mrs. 
Clementine Fessenden, a Hamilton 
woman of more thar? ordinary ability 
and outlook, and to her must be given 
lull credit for having initiated one of 
the most important patriotic move- 
ments of recent times. 

In the month of June, in the year 
1896, the Wentworth Histotical So- 
ciety met in Hamilton and passed a 
resolution of condolence with Mrs. 
Fessenden on the loss of her husband. 
In replying to this resolution in per- 
son, irs. Fessenden expressed the 
Sonn that the patriotic spirit of the 
grandfather would descend upon the 
six-year-old grandchild who accompan- 
‘ied her. The members of the society. 
| were impressed with this remark and 
| at once made the child an honorary 
| member of the society. The child her- 

self was greatly pleased and aroused 
| by this event and intensely interested 
|in the badge and maple leaf with 
which she was decorat And it waa 
the child’s delight and interest which 
suggested to Mrs. Fessenden that oth- 
er children might be similarly affected 
by similar ceremony.

She also wrote 
letters to the newspapers and one of 
these appeared in The Montreal ‘Star 
of August 24, of the following year. 
In November she wrote the Minister 
of Education for Ontario with regard 
to having a day set apart for flag 
exercises. The Minister suggested 
that she take up the matter with the 
| Hamilton Board of Trustees and so 
call public attention to the move- 
|ment. This suggestion was carried 
out and in January, 1898, it was de- 
cided by this body ‘“‘that the board 


for the purpose of inculcating patrio- 
tic sentiment.” Mrs. Fessenden fol- 
lowed this up by getting the boards 
‘in Dundas and Lapdon to approve of 
the idea. 

In August of that year the Minister 
of Education wrote a letter to be read 
at the meeting of the Dominion Edu- 
cational Association in Halifax. 

The Hon. Mr. Ross, now Senator 
Ross, who was then head of the Edu- 
‘cation Department, indicated his pre- 
ference for the name ‘‘Empire Day,” 
and suggested that the 24th of May be 
the day selected. These suggestions, 
after full uiscussion, were approved by 
the association. Senator Ross is 
therefore entitled to share with Mrs. 
Fessenden the honor of having creat- 
| ed this great festival. 
| Soon the idea attracted attention in 


Great Britain, where Queen Victoria’s 
birthday had not hitherto been a holi- 
day, and where there was no particu- 
lar patriotic day celebrated by the 
schools. 

It is estimated that last year no 
fewer than thirteen and a half mil- 
lion children joined in the celebration 
of Empire Day. The exercises were 
held in over fifty thousand schools 
throughout the Empire. 

Canada should be proud of the part 
that it has played in giving the British 
Empire a holiday waoich will aid in 
the uplift of all the peoples who com- 
prise the greatest political organiza- 
tion of modern times.—Canadian 
Courier.

HIGHER WAGES HERE 


Agricultural Labor is Not So 
Paid in the United States 


In adopting Reciprocity with the 
United States, Canada would enter 
into'an unequal and unfair competi- 
tion in farm labor. Senator Stone of 
Missouri, spoke at Washington the 
other day on this ‘phase of the agree- 
ment, and showed that farm labor 
was cheaper in the States than in 
Canada. The Brooklyn Times, com- 
menting on this speech as _ follows, 
shows how foolish it would be for 
the Canuck to try to compete with 
cheap Yankee labor:— 

“Tt has been generally assumed that 
farm wages paid on. the American | 
side of the line were higher’ than | 
those paid in Canada, and that there- 
fore the advantages of frée entry for 
Canadian farm products conceded by 
the proposed reciprocal agreement 
meant a decided advantage to the 
Canadian farmer at the expense “I

his American competitor. But, ac- 
cording to Senator Stone of Missouri, 
who in his speech quoted liberally 
from American official figures, the 
boot is on the other leg. The Mis- 
souri Senator demonstrated that the 
Canadian farmers really pay more 
for their farm labor than we pay on 
the United States side of the line, 
and that if anybody has cause to) 
fear disaster from reciprocity it is 
the Canadian and not the American. 
It is- the Canuck who has cause to 
dread thé ‘competition of cheap Yan- 
kee labor, and not the bloated pluto-; 
erat. of American farms.”’

SCIENCE IN BUSINESS. 


The Way the Task and Bonus System 
Operates In a Factory. 

The task and bonus system was in- 
troduced by me in the Bethlehem Steet 
works in 1901 as a meads of affording 
substantial justice to the employee, 
while requiring him to conform to the 
best Interests of his employer, says a 
writer in the Kngineering Magazine. 
The employee war not told in a gen- 
eral way “to do better,” but bad a 
definite standard set for bim and was 
shown bow to reach that standard, for 
which he was awarded compensation 
in addition to bis usual day's puy. 

The system may be described in a 
way as follows: <A card is 
made out showing in detail the best 
method we can devise of performing 
each of the elementary operations on 
any piece of work, 
time needed for each of these opera- 


tions as determined by experiments. | 


The sum of these times its the total 
time needed to complete the piece of 
work. If a man follows his instruc- 
tions and accomplishes all the work 
laid out for him as constituting his 
proper task for the day he ts paid a 
definite bonus in addition to bis day 
rate which be always gets. If, how- 
even at the end of the day be has 
failed to accomplish all the work laid 
out he does not get bis bonus, but 
simply bis day rate. As the time for 


| each- detail operation is stated on the 


instruction card, the workman can con- 
tinually see whether he is earning 
bonus or not. If be finds any opera- 
tion which he cannot do in the time 
set be must at once report to his 
foreman, who must sbow him how to 
do it or report to the man who made 
out the instruction card = If the tatter 


| bas made an error he must make out 


a new instruction card, explaining the 
proper method of working and allow- 
ing the proper time. If, however, the 
intsructor contends that the work can 
be done in the rime set he must show 
the workman how to do it 


COLORS AND VISION. 


The Human Eye and the Mystery of 
* Distinguishing Hues. 

It 19 a gurions fact that while there 
are seven colors in the rainbow—red, 
orange, yellow, green, blue, indigo and 
violet—only three of them are primary 
—red, green and-viole. That is to say, 
these three appear to be simple colors, 
while all the others may be produced 
by various combinations of these three. 
Red and green combine tgp certain pro- 
portions to produce yellow. In a dif- 
ferent proportion the two produce or- 
ange. Again, green and violet combine 
to produce blue. It is said all shades 
of color are merely differeut combina- 
tions of the three primaries. 

In keeping with this fact some of| 
the ablest writers bave held that there, 
are three nerves, and but three, in t 
buman eye—one to respond to the color: 
red, another to green and yet another 
to violet. Other autborities present a 


different explanation. In the eye of the 
frog in the act of seeing there is a vis- 
ible chemical action. There ts a chem- 
ical anbstance exuded or spread over 
the retipva or interior of the eye of the 
frog, called purpurine because of its 
purple color. Under the action of light 
this substance bleaches white. 

Many today believe that the buman 
eye bas truly but a single optic nerve, 
for surgeons seem able to find but one. 
They hold, however, that in our act of 
seeing a chemical substance is exuded 
or spread over this nerve and that this 
substance has three different constitu- 
ents, one element in it responding to 
the color red, another to green and yet 
another to violet. These latter authbort- 
ties dispense with the three special 
optic nerves by providing our eyes 
witb a threefoid chemical substance.
